Tho  Guide  to  tha  County  Archives  of  Indiana,  of  which  this  volume 
for  Starke  County  constitutes  a  part,  v/as  prepared  for  the  primary  pur- 
pose of  furnishing  officials,  students  of  history,  and  the  citizens  of 
the  community  with  a  convenient  tool  for  their  use  in  consulting  the 
county  records.    It  is  also  hoped  the  information  contained  in  these 
volumes  will  encourage  tho  public  in  general  to  take  a  greater  interest 
in  Letter  measures.    It  is  hoped  the  information  presented  heroin  con- 
corning  tho  prosont  housing  end  care  of  reoords  ano  accommodations  for 
persons,  who  may  wish  to  consult  them,  will  prove  to  have  value  for  offi- 
cials and  tho  general  citizenry.

The  inventory  of  records  was  made  during  tho  period  May  4  to  June  23, 
1936,  under  supervision  of  S.  J.  Kagan,  State  Director j  Naomi  Phillips, 
District  Supervisor;  and  L.  2.

Field  -.Yorkers 
assisted  Yf.  p.  A.  worknon  in  constructing  shelving  and  arranging  records 
properly  in  tho  "bum11  room  on  tho  third  floor  of  the  courthouse. 

It  is  the  intention  of  tho  editors  to  present  a  complete,  concise 
picture  of  tho  records  in  bibliographical  form.    The  inventory  is  preceded 
with  a  number  of  introductory  sections  to  enlighten  the  reader  concern- 
ing facts  forming  tho  basis  for  the  records.    The  entries  of  the  inventory 
are  carried  in  consecutive  numbering  for  the  entire  county,  while   bhe  de- 
partments are  arranged  in  alphabetical  order.    Where  it  is  annlicable 
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nature!  groupings  under  a  subject  heading  are  made  within  the  office.  A 
cross  reference  index  following  the  inventory  is  intended  po  help  the  rood- 
or  locato  records  *.7ith  the  least  effort. 
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HISTORY 

Starke  County,  located  in  the  northwe3.torn  part  of  the  state,  is 
bounded  on  the-  northwest  and  north  by  LaPorte  and  St.  Joseph  Counties, 
on  the  ea3t  by  Marshall  County,  on  the  south  by  Pulaski  County,  and  on 
the*  west  by  Jaspor  County*    It  has  an  area  of  320  square  miles. 

The  territory  now  included1  within  the-  boundaries  of  Indiana,  Illinoi 
and  iliohigan,  was  in  the  early  days  of  America,  ownod  and  occupied  by 
the1  Miami  Indians,  originally  kno»?n  as  the  Twight7.roo3.    It  was  claimed 
by  France1  from  the  time  of  the  disoovory  of  the  mouth  of  the  Missi —  ppi 

river  by  Robert  LaSolle  in  1682',  until  1763.    It  was  then  reliaq  

to  England  after  tho  French  and  Indian  War  end  hold  until  1779,  as  part 
of  her  colonial  possessions'  in  North  Americas.    The  state  of  Virginia:  had 
jurisdiction  over  it  until  1783,  when  it  became  by  treaty  of  poac?  with 
England  and  doed  of  cession  from  Virginia,  tho  proporty  of  the  United 
States.    All  territory  northwest-  of  the-  Ohio  river  was  included  in  the? 
ordinance  of  1787,  which  created  the  Northwest  Territory,  end  tho  first 
civil  government  of  this  cootion  of  the  country. 

In  the  meantime  the  Pottaw-ttomio  Indians  wore  gradually  gaining  a 
foothold  in  northern  Indiana),  until  finally  they  wore  recognized  by  the 
Miamis  as  the  owners  of  the  territory  cocupiod  by  thorn.    This  included 
all  tho  oountry  lying  north  of  the  7.rabash  river  and  south  o?  Lake  Mich* 
igan. 

After  tho  United  Stastos  came  into  possession  of  this  territory 
through  the  ordinance  of  1787,  treaty  making  with  the  Indians  began. 
By  this  method,  and  by  war,  all  the  lands  wore  secured  from  tho  Indians 
and  opened  to  entry.    By  1838  the  Indians  had  all  been  removed  to  reser- 
vations provided  for  them  west  of  the  Missouri  river. 


Back:  in  the  late  thirties  cottiers  began  to  move  into  Starke 
County.    The  tract  book  of  tha  Ko  cor  dor  reveals-  tho  nemos-  and  location 
of  the  early  entries  that  woro  made  before  tho  county  was.  organised. 
Among  them  woro  Thomas  Horrla  and  John  PXetohe?  of  Oregon  Township; 
John  C.  Hinks,  Henry  Garner-,  George:  Yf.  l^a  thews  and  Samuel  Brown  in 
Washington  Township;;  and  Eaurig  Ronlg  of  North  Bend  Tor.-jiuhip .  zy-s* 
Rachal  A*  Lambert  is  credited  by  soma?  authorities  a  a  being  tho  first 
■white  woman  to  settle  in  Starko  County.    She  came  in  1350,  the  year 
tho  county  was  organized,  and  lived'  in  Knon. 

An  act  of  February  7,  1335  provided  for  tho  laying  out  of  Starke 
County,  but  left  it  unorganised  and  attached  to  liirshall  County. 
Later,  on  January  2S,  1842,  that  part  of  St&i-ko  lying  northwest  of 
tho  Kankakee  river  was  permanently  attached,  to  LaPcrte  County. 
The-  act  providing  for  county  organisation  was  passed  January  15,  1850. 
Starko  was  the  next  to  the  last  county  to  be  organised  in  the  state. 

The  legal  boundaries  arej:  beginning  at  the  northeast  corner  of 
township  thirty-four,  range  ono  vest,  thence  south  to  the  south-east 
oomor  of  township  thirty-two,  range  one  west,  thence  west  to  the  line 
dividing  ranges  four-  and  five  west,  thence  north  to  the  Dixon  V.'.  Place 
ditch,  thence  up  the  middle  of  said  ditch  to  tho  line  dividing  tor.n- 
chips  thirty-four  and  thirty-five  north,  thence  oast  along  said  line 
to  the  place  of  beginning. n 

The  locating  commissioners,  TTilliam  C.  Barnett,  L.  Cnanberlin, 
and  William  II.  Patterson  cele-otod  Knox  for  the  sect  of  Juctic;  en 
April  1,  1650.    At  this  time  there  was-  no  town  on  the  site-,  only  viv^in 


forest.    The-  same  month  the  fir  ail  County  Commie  sibnejrs  were  electee 
John  W*  P*  Hopkins,  George-  Estey  and  William  Parker.    ?or  sever:. 'I 
years  they,  hold  their  zr.eatir.ge  in  the  house  of  Mrs*  Lambert,  on  the 
south  bank  of  Yellow  river.    The  othor  county  officers  elected  weret 
Sheriff,  Jacob  I*  "Sampler;  Auditor,  J.  G*  Black,  Clerk,  Stephen 
Jackson,  Sr.,  Recorder,  Jacob  Bozarth,  Troasurer,  Jacob  Tillman,  and 
C.  S.  Tlbbits,  County  Agent.    All  these  officials,  with  the  exception 
of  Tillman  ->voro  appointed';  he  vas-  elected  in  1C53. 

There  arc  nine  townships  in  Starke  County r    California,  Center, 
Davis,  Jackson,  North  Eend,  Oregon,  Railroad,  YTachingtcn,  ar.d  Wayne* 
The  incorporated-  oitics  and  tor.ns  arc;  Hamlet,  Knox  and  North  Judson. 
The  County  was  named  in  honor  of  General  John  Starke,  who  attained: 
military  feme  during  the  Revolutionary  War* 

The.  first  tern  of  the  Starko  Circuit  Court  was  held  at  Kra.  Lam- 
bert's homo;  (her  name  at  that  time  t.ss  I'jrc.  Tillman)  en  ISay  19,  1851. 
The  Presiding  judge  was  E*  U#  Chamberlain  and  the  Aeeociate-  judges 
v/ero  Samuel  Burke  and  George  Milroy.    Tha-  second'  session  was  held  in 
the  homo  of  A.  Yf*  Porter  on  November  15,  1852. 

The  first  court  hou^a  in  StarLe  County,  eroctcd  in  1852  on  isncl 
donated  by  Joshua  Shields,  «as  a  crude  log  structure,  22  feet  by  2S 
feet  in  size;  and  two  stories  high,  with  an  outside  stairway  leading 
to  the  second  floor*    This  building  was  used'  until  1859,  when  a  tiro 
story  frame  building  of  Colonial  Architecture  was  erected  on  the  same: 
site.    The  third  and  present  court  house-  vras  completed  in  1898* 


GOVERNMENTAL  ORGANIZATION  AND  RECORDS  SYSTEM 


The    County  servos  as  a  unit  for  the  maintenance  of  peace  through 
tho  Sheriffs  the  Administration  of  jus  tic  o  through  tho  judicial  circuits 
the  administration  of  welfare  work  through  hospitals,  infirmaries  and 
poor  relief'  systems;  tho  administration  of  public  fork's,  such  as  h¥gh- 
vrays ,  buil'ding's,  ana  drainage  systems;  the  imposition  and  collection  of 
taxes;  tho  holding  of  flections;  tho  administration,  to  a  limited  decree, 
of  education  and  enforcement  of  State  lav.-s  and  decrees. 

The  General  Assembly  conferred  upon  tho  board,  doin-  business  in  Starke 
County,  pov.-ors  of  a  local  administrative  character  (^Indiana  hev.  Stat., 
1052,  Ch.  20,  See.  I). 

The  business  of  Starke  County  is  exocutod  and  discharger,  by  a  croup 
of  officials,  seme  elected  and  some  appointed.    The  Constitution  directs 
that  there  shall  bo  elected  by  the  people,  at  the  tfitfe  of  holdin-  -ensral 
elootions,  a  Clork  of  the  Circuit  Court,  Auditor,  he c order,  Treas-.rcr, 
Sheriff,  Coroner,  ana  Surveyor  (Indiana  Const.,  Art.  .5,  Sec.  2);  and  that 
such  other  county  officers,  as  may  bo  necossary,  shall  be  elected  and  ap- 
pointed in  such  mannor  as  may  be  proscribed  by  lav/.     (Indiana  Const.,  .'.rt.C, 
Soc.  3).    From  this  clauso,  tho  General  Assembly  prescribed  the  elective  office 
of  Assessor,  (Acts  1919,  Burns  S-i-ilOl  /ld-2C07;  and  Council  (dots  1399;  Burns 
20-302  /$6Qo/;    She  appointive  offices;  Health  Connie 3 ionor,  (Aota"  1399, 
Burns  26-501  /D3ZZ/;  Highway  Supervisor,  (Aots  19SS,  Burns  3G-1110;;  and 
Board  of  Pubiio  Welfare,   (-lets  193G,  Special  Session,  Burns  52-1117).  The 
establishment  of  each  of  these  offices  caused  the  beginning  of  separate  re- 
cords as  proscribed  by  the  General  Assembly  under  the  provisions  for  each 
respective  offico.     The  records  of  vkie  Coroner,  are  incorporated  in  bhe 
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Clerk's  files.  Sinco  fcha  Board  of  Public  V,'o  If  are  waa  organised  in  IE 
there  aro,  as  yQt,  no  rocoris. 

The  Cons titution  also  providoo  tha t  the  State  shall,  from  bime  to 
time,  bo  dividod  into  judicial  circuits;  the  forty-fourth  judicial  oi 
cuit,  comprising  Starke  ana  Pulaski  Counties,  -.vae  established  in  1917 
(Acts  1917,  Burns  4-332  /~14G0/,  and  a  judge  for  each  circuit  shall  b 
elected  and  also  a  Prosecuting  Attorney.  (Indiana  Const.,  Art. 7,  Sec 
There  arc  no  records  for  the  latter  office. 

Eotwoon  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  of  1316,  a  i  the  Constit 
tion  of  1851,  practically  no  changes  were  rr.ade  in  the  ."or:;,  of  govemm 
in  Starke  County •    Following  this  period  to  the  present  time,  changes 
were  mainly  enlargements  of  the  government,  such  as  the  creation  of  ti 
officos  above.    As  a  protoction  to  the  taxpayers  of  each  county,  the 
Board  of  Review  was  established  ('.cts  1919,  Burns  64-122  f  14205?), 
and  later  followod  the  formation  of  the  Board  of  Tax  Adjustments  (Act 
1953,  Burns  64-304).    The  records  of  tne  action  of  the  latter  board 
are  incorporated-  into  the  propor  official  records. 

As  oach  office  was  croatod,  the  Seneral  Assembly  proscribed  the 
type  of  records  whioh  should  be  kept,  in  many  cases  listing  the  parti 
ular  form  of  the  page.    Starke  County  v:as  allowed  its  own  form  of  ac- 
counting until,  in  1909,  the  legislature  established  the  State  Board 
Accounts  whioh  formulates,  prescribes,  and  installs  a  system  of  ac- 
counting and  reporting  for  oveiy  public  office  of  the  same  class.  (Ac 
1909,  Burns  60-202  ^12 -637/.    Under  this  new  law,  some  of  the  record 
were  combined  to  eliminate  separation,  duplication,  and  overlapping. 
Ihe  lav;  also  permits  the  use  of  bound  looseleaf  records  in  finest  al 


caeca  rtior*  tho  records  are  typed.    Tho  quality  of  bhe  paper  and  ink, 
binding  and  robinding  practices,  aro  left  bo  tho  jud-.mont  of  the  .Ooard 
of  County  Commissioners,  except  tktfe  a  >:ood  quality  is  asked. 

Y/henever  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  bhe  records 
Tor  any  office  of  Starke  County  from  mutilation,  the  f-oard  of  Coaaaissionei 
issues  an  order  directing  the  officer  in  charge  to  copy  and  transcribe 
the  record  for  preservation.    (Acts  1877,  Burns  26-20/,  jTsOWj  ).  Such 
records  so  transcribed,  have  the  force  and  affect  of  tho  original  re- 
cord.   (Acta  1377,  Burns  26-035  £g0MJ  ).

Tho  Starke  County  courthouse  was  construct od  in  1S97  of  Bedford 
stone  with  a  red  tila  roof  and  75'  tower*    It  measures  S2»  by  86;'  by 
50',  aliening  404,300  cubic  foot  in  space-    Public-  rcccris  are  ho  us  i  i 
on  the  first  floor  in  the  Sheriff's  and  Surveyor's  bureaus,-  on  tho 
second  floor,  in  the  Assessor's,  Auditor's,  Clerk's-,  Commissioner's, 
Recorder's,  and  Treasurer's  bureaus.    On  the  third  floor,  there  is-  a 
reoord-  room  generally  referred  to  as-  the-  "junk"  room*    The  building  is 
approximately  80,<1  fireproof,  lacking  fireproof  vaults  for  the  housing 
of  records* 

Tho  Assessor's  bureau,  located  in  tho  central  west  section  of  the 
second  floor,  measures  15*  by  IS*  by  20',  with  throe  doors  7*  by  4*,  and 
two  vd.ndov;s  8'  by  4*.    The  floor  is-  linoleum  covered,  coiling  and  wallsc, 
plaster,  all  in  good  condition*    The  ventilation  and  atmospheric  conditions 
are  good  and  tho  room  is  clean  and  dry*    Along  tho  north  wall,  thero  are 
36'  of  wood  shelving,  of  which  27'  are  occupied  with  bound  volumes.  The 
room  is  not  crowded,  allowing  space  for  additional  shelving.    TtjO  roll-top

Tho  Auditor's  bureau,  located  in  the-  southwest  section  of  the  second 
floor,  comprises  two  rooms,  a  east  and  west  room.    The  east  room  measures- 
15'  by  12*  by  20',  with  three  windows  8'  by  4*,  and  one  door  7'  by  51. 
It  has  wood  flooring,  ceiling  and  walls,  plaster,  all  in  good  condition*

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Alone  the  north  and  east  wills,  there  arc  104'  of  stool  and  wood  roller 
shelving*  of  which  146 1  arc  occupied  with  bound  volumes,  while  filing 
cabinets  provide  18*  of  boxes  14"  deep*    The  room  is  very  crowded,  allow- 
ing practically  no  space  for  expansion.

The  floor  ic  vood,  ceiling  and -walls-,  plaster,  all  in  fair  condi- 
tion.   The  ventilation  and  atmospheric  cenditidne  are  fair,  and  the  rocr.  is 
clean  and  cry.    Along  the  north  and  south  vails,  there  are  4-32'  of  cteel 
roller  shelving,  all  cf  which  are  occupied  vi-fch  hound  volumes,  vkile  filing 
cabinets  provide  24'  of  boxes  14"  deep.    The  rocrr.  ic  crovded,  atlOTlftg  plenty 
of  space  for  expansion.

Alone  the  south  -.Tall,  there  are 
42*  of  rood  shelving,  of  v.hieh  9'  are  occupied  rath  bound  volumes,  while 
filing  cabinets  provide  11'  of  boxes  27 ,;  dee;..

Tho  record  room,  located  on  the  third  floor,  measures/14'  by  14'  byQii*, 
has  an  annex  measuring  6'  fey  10'  ey  16',  two  doors  7'  by  3»,  and  three  windows 
7»  by  5'.    The  floor  is  wood  in  poor  condition,  and  the  ceiling  and  walls  are 
plaster  in  fair  condition.    The  ventilation  is  fair,  temperature  varies,  and 
it  is  very  dusty.    Along  the  cast  and  west  walls,  there  are  130'  of  wood 
shelving,  all  of  which  are  occupied  with  bound  volur.es,  while  25'  of  bound 
volumes,  45*  of  unbound  materials  plus  45*  of  miscellaneous-  records-  arc 
Stacked  on  the  floor.    Approximately  70#  of  the  Assessor's,  9%  of  the  Auditor's, 
Z'%  of  tho  Clerk' s  and  43£>  of  tho  Treasurer's  records-  are  housed  in  this  record 
room.    It  is  very  crowded,  but  there  is  sufficient  space  for  some  now  shelving, 
and  it  is  recommended  that  this  equipment  be  allotted  for  the  proper  housing 
of  these  public  records.

Tho  Assessor's  office,  created  by  the  General  Assembly,  is  non- 
constitutional. 

The  Assessor  is  no^ninated  by  primary  and  elected  for  a  four-year 
term  in  the  fall  election,  there  being  no  prohibition  against  successive 
terms  in  office «    Qualifications  are  established  by  lav/;    he  met  have 
been  a  Continuous  freeholder  of  Starlzo  County  for  not  less  tlian  four 
years  before  trie  date  of  election,  and  he  must  provide  a  five  thousand 
dollar  bond,  vath  two  or  more  ~ocd  and  sufficient  freehold  sureties 
approved  by  the  Auditor,  v/ho  also  administers  the  oath  of  office.  The 
statutes  direct  that  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  ordors  and  directions 
of  the  State  board  of  tax  commissioners,    he  may  be  removed  from  office 
for  misfeasance,  upon  notice  and  hearing,  and  may  appeal  to  the  Circuit 
Court  from  unfavorable  hearings  below.
